A. WOMAN'S OPINION 


Here la some comment on the 


Smoot-Hawley tariff bill from a 
woman member of Congress that 
potato out how directly the pro- 
posed enactment strikes at the 
female5'half of our population. 


It is not only on her household 


expenses—the wife and mother be- 
ing generally the comptroller of 
the domestic budget, so that every 
increase In the cost of sugar and 
other kitchen commodities as well, 
as the 
blankets and linen, over 


which she has direct supervision, 
has an immediate 
effect on the 


comfort of herself and the family 
—but on her personal expenditures 
the tariff erected on the pretended 
foundation of farm relief strikes 
viciously. 


Congressman Mary T. Norton, 


of New Jersey, says that the bill 
bears so heavily on members of 
her sex that she scarcely knows 
where to begin the indictment. She 
is thinking particularly of the wo- 
men in business, who now number 
according to census reports some- 
thing like eight and a half mil- 
lion. 


"Silk," says Mrs. Norton, "is no 


longer the exclusive fabric of rich 
women. Working women use it 
extensively. 
The tariff on silk 


should certainly not be increased." 


"This industry," she continues. 


"is now over-protected, and its ills 
such as they are, require not more 
protection but less. Over-produc- 
tion is the disease it is suffering- 
from, and raising the tariff is not 
going to cure it. 


"Too much protection in the 


past resulted in bringing foreign 
mills to America, with a result 
that if aH the mills worked full 
time, we would, in a few weeks, 
probably have 
sufficient silk to 


supply the United States for a 
year. 


"Every time a Tariff Bill is con- 


sidered^we are told of the fright* 
ful conffiHons that will result from 
cheap-foreign labor, while, as a 
matter of fact, less and less silk is 
being imported and much- more 
manufactured here. 
If the pro- 


posed silk schedule goes through 
women will be obliged to pay much 
more for every article they pur- 
chase. 


"Fine toilet soap is something- 


every woman • appreciates. It is 
not considered a luxury, nor is 
there any necessity for the in- 
crease of 30 
lar*s worth. 


"A ten dollar hat. which certain- 


ly does not rank as a luxury, calls 
for a tariff of 52.50. 


"Shoes are a necessity and wo- 


men everywhere are paying high 
prices for their shoes. If. how- 
ever, the high tariff 
on shoes is 


maintained, it will work a very 
great hardship on working women 
who must keep well dressed- in or- 
der to keep their positions. 


"The appearance a woman pre- 


sents has much to do with securing 
employment and with an increas- 
ed tariff on everything she wears, 
it is going to be very difficult for 
her to maintain herself, since sal- 
aries are not 'keeping step' with 
the increase in clothes, as well as 
food. 


"It 
is estimated that one of 


every five women is a wage-earn- 
er; that there are gainfully em- 
ployed in the United States 8.500.- 
000 women. Every one of these

Brain of Mummy 


Contains Vitamine D 


London—The brain of the Egyp- 


tian mummy dating from about 500 
A. D. has been examined by chem- 
ists and found to contain ergosterol. 
the parent substance of vitamme 
D. This news comes from Drs H. 
King, Otto Kasenheirn and T. A. 
Webster, working at the National 
Institute for Medical Research here. 
They find that ergosterol 15 remark- 
.. sly stable in animal tissues (biam, 
gallstones, blood, skin, eggs, etc.), 
although it is very unstable wbeu 
Separated from other substances. In 
the animal tissues it is protected by 
a closely related substance called 
cholesterol, which was originally 
thought to l>e provitaman D. 


Ergosterol has now been found 


In conjunction with cholesterol in a 
Diummv brain which is about 1,400 
3-ears old. The brain was of Cop- 
tic origin and was removed from 
one of the bodies found in tombs 
in Antinoe, Upper Egvpt. No em- 
balming process bad been used, and 
the organs of the bod.v were pre- 
served" in their original positions,

Vitamme D was prepared by irra- 


diating the ergosterol mixed with 
cholesterol from the mummv brain, 
and it was found that it had the 
same power of preventing rickets in 
rats as vitamine D from the ergos- 
terol of fna.li brain.

But let a person past fifty get out 
of touch with his job and it is almost impossible 
to find new employment. 
I sometimes think my office in New York
